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The  Alumni  of  the  College  should  magnify  the  po- 
sition of  influence  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
given  them  in  their  representatives,  the  Alumni  Coun- 
cil. It  is  earnestly  desired  that  they  shall  next  year 
give  the  council  hearty  co-operation  and  support  in 
securing  new  students  for  the  college.

Roy  M.  Peterson,  Ph.D.,  will  be  the  teacher  of 
Latin  at  Missouri  Valley  College.  He  graduated  first 
at  Coe  College,  in  Iowa,  afterward  taught  at  Eureka 
College,  Eureka,  111.,  and  has  just  completed  his 
studies  and  taken  his  doctor's  degree  at  Harvard.

It  wTas  like  a  clap  of  thunder  out  of  a  clear  sky 
when  Prof.  Place  announced  that  he  had  decided  to 
quit  teaching  and  go  to  Southern  Texas  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  health  of  his  family.  Of  course,  we  all 
knew  that  he  had  been  handicapped  for  the  last  few 
years  because  of  much  sickness  in  his  family,  but  had 
not  anticipated  this  result.  While  regretting  to  lose 
his  talents  and  hispersonality  from  Missouri  Valley 
College  and  the  circle  of  friends  in  which  he  has 
been  a  valued  member,  along  with  his  wife,  for  more 
than  twenty  years,  everybody  agrees  that  it  is  prob- 
ably best  for  him  to  seek  a  different  climate  for 
health's  sake.  We  shall  miss  him  in  our  faculty  meet- 
ings, in  the  public  exercises  of  the  College,  and  most 
of  all  at  the  pipe  organ,  where  he  was  such  a  master 
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of  tone.  His  significant  improvisations — or  creations, 
rather — have  been  a  notable  feature  of  our  chapel 
services  for  twenty-two  years.  We  hope  his  genius 
will  not  suffer  eclipse  because  of  his  industrial  inter- 
ests at  San  Benito,  Texas,  but  that  he  will  find  some 
opportunity  and  occasion  for  keeping  alive  his  great 
gifts  suitably.  Steps  have  been  taken  for  supplying 
the  great  deficiency  in  the  School  of  Music,  and  our 
patrons  will  find,  when  school  opens,  competent  and 
accomplished  people  ready  to  take  up  the  work  which 
Prof.  Place  has  laid  down.

ATHLETIC  DIRECTOR. 
PROFESSOR     OF    HISTORY 

Missouri  Valley  College  has  been  very  fortunate  in 
securing  as  Athletic  Director  a  young  man,  Stewart 
W.  Gisriel,  who  has  had  training  on  a  college  base- 
ball team  and  a  professional  player  of  baseball  for 
one  year,  who  has  not  only  skill,  but,  as  "Lefty"  Wal- 
lace, of  the  National  League,  says,  "lots  of  pep  aad 
will  make  good  as  a  coach."  In  addition,  he  is  a  man 
of  high  Christian  character,  courage,  firmness  and  de- 
cision ;  but  that  is  not  all — he  has  his  Master's  degree 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  has  traveled 
two  years  in  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  and  has  studied 
in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  He  is  very  advanced 
in  his  historical  studies,  and  has  been  for  two  years 
Head  Master  of  one  of  the  strong  academies  of  the 
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East  at  Pennington,  N.  J.  He  comes  to  us,  therefore, 
not  only  endorsed  as  an  athletic  coach  of  exceptional 
ability,  but  as  a  teacher  of  history  of  very  superior 
accomplishments.  The  young  men  of  the  College  and 
the  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  will  rejoice 
that  such  a  man  has  been  secured  for  the  position  at 
Missouri  Valley  College.  This  insures  that  hereafter 
our  teams  will  have  good  coaching  and  the  ethical 
standards  will  be  high.  It  also  insures  that  the  insti- 
tute work — namely,  the  teaching  of  history — will  be 
kept  up  to  the  high  standard  set  for  it  by  Mrs.  Belle 
Campbell  Huff.  For  some  time  she  has  been  consider- 
ing the  giving  up  of  her  work  of  teaching  in  order  to 
give  her  undivided  attention  to  her  home  duties,  and 
at  last  Commencement  definitely  announced  her  pur- 
pose to  the  President  of  the  College.  Mrs.  Huff  has 
been  so  strong,  faithful,  efficient,  influential  in  the 
department  of  history  and  has  done  the  work  so  thor- 
oughly that  it  was  a  keen  disappointment  when  she 
announced  her  determination ;  but  Prof.  Gisriel  is  able 
to  maintain  the  strength  and  the  efficiency  of  the  de- 
partment, and  desires  to  teach  Hebrew  in  addition, 
though  that  part  is  to  be  determined  later. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  AND  ART. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was 
decided  to  institute  another  department  in  Missouri 
Valley  College — that  of  Domestic  Science  and  Art. 
A  great  number  of  applicants  for  this  position  have 
been  under  review,  and  Miss  Ruth  Bliss  has  been  se- 
cured, a  young  woman  of  maturity,  character  and  ex- 
ceptional educational  equipment.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Knox  College,  one  of  the  leading  colleges  of  Illinois, 
where  she  took  her  Bachelor's  degree ;  then  she  spent 
two   years   at   Bloomington   at  the   Nurses'   Training 
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School ;  later  a  year  in  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  Balti- 
more, then  went  to  Bradley  Polytechnic  at  Peoria,  111.. 
and  graduated  in  the  course  in  Domestic  Economy. 
She  is  spoken  of  by  her  teachers  as  being  a  young 
woman  of  exceptional  character,  gifts,  proficiency  and 
efficiency.  This  insures  that  the  department  will  have 
a  strong  introduction  in  Missouri  Valley  College.  Be- 
sides, Miss  Bliss  will  teach  French.  She  is  actively 
interested  in  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tion work  and  will  be  a  notable  factor  in  that  con- 
nection. 


After  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Place,  on  his  recom- 
mendation, Mrs.  Kreiser,  who  has  been  teaching  voice 
in  Marshall  for  several  years,  and  who  has  done  such 
acceptable  work,  was  engaged  to  teach  voice  at  Mis- 
souri Valley  College.  This  insures,  as  Prof.  Place 
says,  that  the  same  methods  that  he  has  employed 
will  be  preserved  at  Missouri  Valley  College,  and  that 
our  students  will  have  the  same  voice  advantages  here- 
after that  they  have  had  heretofore.  Mrs.  Kreiser 
has  a  position  as  leading  singer  in  Kansas  City  and  will 
continue  that  while  taking  charge  of  the  voice  work 
at  Missouri  Valley  College.  The  Marshall  patrons 
are  pleased  with  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Kreiser. 


Prof.  Claude  Leslie  Fichthorn,  who  has  been 
teaching  at  Ursinus  College,  near  Philadelphia,  has 
been  employed  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Music  at 
Missouri  Valley  College  and  will  have  charge  hence- 
forth of  piano  and  pipe  organ.  He  is  28  years  old,, 
has  had  first-class  opportunities  of  study,  and  is  not 
only  well  educated  in  music,  but  also  has  a  good  lit- 
erary education.  He  is  able  to  do  first-cass  work  for 
our  students.     He  is  at  present  organist  in  the  First 
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Presbyterian  Church  at  Reading,  Pa.,  where  he  has 
been  for  the  past  five  years,  and  since  1908  has  been 
an  associate  of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists.  He 
will  be  a  distinct  acquisition  to  the  Missouri  Valley 
College  and  to  the  musical  circles  of  the  City  of  Mar- 
shall as  well.  He  is  conversant  with  the  German, 
French  and  Italian  languages,  and  is  highly  recom- 
mended by  his  fellow-professors  in  Ursinus.  He  is 
thoroughly  up  on  the  modern  methods  of  teaching, 
and  is,  besides,  a  good  concert  pianist  and  organist.  He 
is  also  able  to  do  voice  work  and  has  had  some  experi- 
ence with  stringed  instruments.  He  has  plenty  of 
snap  and  energy.  Music  students  can  rely  confidently 
upon  his  experience,  proficiency  and  gentlemanli- 
ness. 


President  Black  has  been  spending  the  month  of 
July  preaching  at  St.  Paul's  Presbyterian  Church,  Phil- 
adelphia, during  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  J.  Beveridge 
Lee,  D.D.  He  is  thus  having  an  opportunity  for  ac- 
quaintance in  Philadelphia  and  extending  the  name  of 
the  College  to  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love.

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SUMMER  Y.  W.  C.  A.  CONFERENCE  AT 
MONTE  NE,  ARK.

The  summer  conference  of  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  was  held  in  Monte  Ne,  Ark.. 
June  14  to  24,  and  there  were  over  two  hundred  dele- 
gates from  student  and  city  associations  enrolled. 

Monte  Ne  is  a  charming  resort,  with  its  clear,  cool 
streams,  lofty  mountains,  excellent  accommodations 
and  hospitable  people,  and  has  in  itself  an  elevating 
influence;  but  with  the  high-minded,  consecrated  sec- 
retaries, lecturers  and  class  leaders,  the  conference 
meant  more  to  those  present  than  can  be  expressed. 
The  delegates  were  composed  of  girls  from  Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  Texas  and  Missouri,  and, 
although  there  was  a  friendly  rivalry  among  them, 
a  sweet,  Christian  fellowship  was  ever  felt. 

The  mornings  were  devoted  to  Bible  and  Mission 
Study  Classes,  with  special  training  classes  for  presi- 
dents of  student  associations  and  others  for  leaders 
of  the  city  work.  A  part  of  every  afternoon  was 
given  to  recreation,  and  the  evening  service  was  al- 
ways an  inspiration  to  better  things.  After  the  regu- 
lar lecture  the  delegation  meetings  for  each  state  were 
held  separately,  and  were  often  the  most  helpful  of 
the  day. 

During  the  conference  one  afternoon  was  given  to 
"stunts"  by  the  girls  from  the  various  associations. 
Missouri  Valley  had  four  delegates  this  year,  and  they 
were  glad   for  the  opportunity  to  be  representatives 
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from  their  Alma  Mater  and  prove  their  loyalty  to 
Purple  and  Orange. 

Field  Day  was  one  of  intense  interest,  for  there  the 
different  states  contested  for  first  place  on  the  athletic 
field.  Tennis,  basketball  and  boat  races  were  the 
popular  sports.  Two  of  Missouri  Valley's  delegates 
played  on  the  Missouri  team,  and,  although  Oklahoma 
won  the  loving  cup,  we  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  our 
players. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  girl  in  attendance  can  ever 
get  away  from  the  influence  of  the  conference,  and  we 
feel  that,  although  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  Missouri  Val- 
ley College  has  done  much  in  the  past,  there  are  days 
of  a  fuller,  more  complete  service  in  the  future.
